Gardiner, who, having been a travelling 
preacher in Kentucky- for"" thirt/ year?, 
might reasonably be expected to nndarstand 
the duties of the position and the character 
of the inhabitants. 
Mr. Gardiner went td 


work zealously, yet carefully. 
He preached 


no political sermons, and confined himself 
to the strict line of his ministerial office.

Georgetown, Scott county, one of the most 
thoroughly Rebel plaoe|d>n the State, find 
the relicJence of Judge Buvall, the secession 
caticiilfite for Clerk of the" Court-"of "Ap« 
peals.

The next morning men ware sent'to force 


open the door of the building and put i new 
lock on. Tbe church was then fastened np, 
more than fifty dollars' worth of books 
belonging to the M- E. Church beiogfloei- 
ed up in it. The Church South baa techni- 
cally a right to the honse, as iSs<- colored 
builders, havirg been slaves, were obliged " 
to vest the title in white .trustees.; -The 
latter, without the knowledge,.' of their 
wards, made it over to the Southern Church; 


On Monday night'tbe Southern preacher 


and his friends visited tho church, and 
were much rejoiced to find that their lock, 
had not been tamp'ered with. Shouts were 
raised and revolvers firecTto express, their 
gratification, and Jo intimia*tfl'tbeir victims. 


Matters were not to end'.Here. \Ott 


Tuesday evening a raturned Rebel soldi*^ 
handed a black boj a'written'.order, -1* 
deliver to Mr. G-ardiner, directing JMj. 
Gardiner to leave town immediately. 
Of 


this he took no notice, as be was*lyin*f sick 
with a bilious attack, Jor which he ,iitd 
taken a dose of mercury. 
About ~ten 


o'clock, while Mr. G. was lying 5c bed at. 
tbe house of a friend, in the'outskirts o f . 
the town, a knock was heard at -the door. 
His boat opened it, when be was immedi- 
ately seized, taken out and guarded by part 
of a body of meti, with their faces'-blacken- 
ed and otherwise disguised.

I send by Adams Express a car- 
pet sack with your coat, pants, vests, pis-1 
tol and silver watch. 
Your gold watch I j 


traded off to a jeweller in Louisville; his 
chop is on Main, right, side going up. near 
Preston street, kept by an Irishman. 
The 


ring I. gave sway in Jeffersonvills lo a &„- 
man. 
1 wish I could return it, as I sup- 


pose, by its beauty and value, it was a keep 
sake. I went to your Louse to get the keys 
of the safe iu your office, which I believed 
contained a large sum of money ; but after 
taiing your pistol aud other things out on 
the porch, 1 went back to the door and 
stood and lookod at your pretty and inno- 
cent little babe and wife, and my heart 
failed me. 
I could not run the risk of 


shooting one of them, or yourself, in trying 
to get the keys, as I supposed they were in 
the bureau, on the opposite «ide of the 
room, and in getting the drawers open I 
•should wake up some of you, and I should 
bsve to shoot jou, as I supposed you would 
fight to protect the irn!<t placed in your 
charge. So I thought I would rather go 
oS without accomplishing my object than 
ran the risk of shedding innocent blood.
